PROPOSED HEW LINE OF BTEAMESS. '. 


XEW YORK, Jan. 17. 


Mr. P. Lorillard in a card this-morning 


states that he has made a proposition to our 
government to build and establish a first-class 
weekly line of Trans-Atlantic steamers, built 
in Ainerican shipyards jby American labor and 
material, and .officered by American seamen, 
to be equal if not superior in speed, safety and 
accommodations to anv now in existence.— 
He says it is impossible'to. contend with tbr- 
ijign Hncs.unless subsidized by Congress. He 
is convinced that the .American people de- 
mand .the establishment of. an American 
steamship line.

HE. SmlSES'B HHAHOIAL PLAH. 


Mr. Somner has not heretofore held the 


reputation of a financier, nor has he ever as- 
sumed to lead the legation of the country in 
affairs of that nature. His new departure, 
therefore, in attempting to bring relief to the 
country by a scheme for refunding the na- 
tional debt, is sufficient OTidence of the mo- 
nopolizing interest now assumed by financial 
questions. Beconstruction being in a fair 
way to final settlement, the country now 
turns its attention to revenue reform and the 
remodelingvof our national indebtedness in 
suck a manner as to relieve our tax payers 
and invite a return of specie payments. Sena- 
or Sumner has therefore taken hold of the 
question^ m a practical manner, and last 
Wednesday he presented his bill in the Sen- 
ate "to authorize the refunding and consolid 
ation of {he national debt, to extend banking 
faculties, and to establish specie payments." 


So far as his proposition for the refunding 


and consolidation of the debt is concerned, we 
think he ia entitled to the credit of originating 
a plan as plausible as any that has been sug- 
gested, and one that will be likely to receive 
the most favorable attention of Congress.— 
The idea is to authorize the Decretory of the 
Treasury to isssue coupon or registered 
"bonds of such denomination as he may deem 
best,— not, however.-to be less than $50,— a- 
' mounting jp all to $1,500,000,000. These 


bond's are to be of three kinds, equally divided 
in amout,"jipe-1hird to be redeemed at any 
time affer ten years, at the pleasure of gov- 
ernment, and payable in corn at forty years 
from date, bearing five per cent, interest ; one. 
tliird redeemable and payable respectively in 
fifteen and "fifty years, bearing four and one- 
half per cent, interest; and one-third r jdeem- 
able and payable respectively in twenty and 
sixty years, bearing four par cent. interesf[— 
Such bonds are to be disposed of in the Uni- 
States or elsewhere at the discretion of the

bonds. The bill authorizes the Secretary to 
issue a larger amount of the last or four per 
cent bonds if deemed necessary, provided 
there shall be no increase in the aggregate 
debt by snch issue. 


It will be seen that this proposition in part 


obviates the objection to Secretary BootweU's 
plan, by making the reduction of interest 
gradual and dependent upon the 
i different 


times at which the bonds are redeemable or 
payable. A four per cent ten-forty bond at 
present would be impossible of negotiation to 
advantage; the interest would be too mate- 
rially reduced, without corresponding induce- 
ments, to make it practicable. It is evident 
that a return to specie payments,the improve- 
ment of our credit and a decrease of interest 
on our securities, must go hand in hand to a 
great extent, being dependent upon one 
another. Hence Senator Sumner and many 
others judge that the inducements of a new 
issue.'by which our creditors may renew their 
investments with a certainty of ten years of 
coin interest, with a probability of a longer 
term, may be sufficient to compensate f*™1 


for placing the interest at 5 per cent. Having 
gained that step, and the credit of the Gov- 
ernment improving all the time, then the 
Fifteen-fifties and Twenty-sixties, at 4i and 
4 per cent, would naturally find ready em 
ployment. Of course this plan and all others 
like it must be somewhat experimental, and 
objection will be made that if there should be 
a failure to realize all that is expected o 
these loans, our credit must be injuredjan 
the return to specie payment seriously post 
poned. But among all parties there seems 
disposition to attempt to fund the debtj an 
as we have said, no proposition has yet bee 
published that appears so likely to suocee 
and to meet the popular idea.
